some extracts from Circular X(<- 
77, "Management of Plant lieds,"' 
by I'rof. h2. J- Kinney, Kentucky 
Expeviniental .Station, Lexing- 
ton, may be of interest to the 
reader. 

'rh.e first rcjuireiiiciU inr tlie 
production of a gotjd bed of 
plants is a rich, fresh plot of soil 
in ;.cctions of \\';-stern l\ent'iU-ky 
w here there is still considerable 
woodland, the favorite place for 
makir.,^' a tobacco bed is in a 
small clearing in the woodland, 
where the bed is protected from 
wind and the soil is of a ci^.-Lr:ic- 
ter to produce the finest plants. 
Where a ])lot of new land is not 
available, an old fence row is fre- 
quently used or a good piece of 
heavy sod ground. Old land is 
not often used. 

The next step in getting good 
plants in a thorough sterilization 
of the seed bed. Tobacco ]ilants 
are so tin;^'^ when they make their 
appearance that they cannot 
stand much competition from 
weeds. It is almost impossible 
to weed a bed badly infested with 
weeds v> ithout doing much dam- 
age to the tobacco j)iants ; hence 
iit has l)een the custom lor many 
j years in tobacco sections to ster- 
jilize the seed bed by jnling brush 
iand some heavy wood on them 
and burning it. so that the soil 
will be tlK^roughly heated down 
to a depth of two or three inches. 
This is known as burning the 
beds. Of course, this burning de- 
stroys weed seeds in the surface 
soil, and also destroys disease 
germs, an advantage which far- 
mers da not usually recognize. 

I jirefer logs, poles and brush 
to brush alone for burning the 
bed.s The logs and poles cut the 
length it is desired to make the 
bed vide which should be nine 
feet, as that has been found to be 
the most practical- The brush is 
is used to keep the logs and i)oles 
burning welk Often just log^ j^nd 
brush are used.. The logs i^^c^d 
be, fifteen inches in diametiel* and 
as uniform as possible, as they 
will then burn evenly. If the logs 
are of about this size, four to six 
are put in a heap and thirty or 
forty feet alloued for one heap to 
burn over. The logs should be 
allowed to burn in one place for 
fron^ .50 minutes to one hour, de- 
pending on how Avell the logs 
burn. They should then be roll- 
ed to a new place and allowed to 
burn again and so on until the
